Barney Schreiber was in town and at Ideal 
Park Thursday. He is jaded and will go to 
Europe October 11, to return about January 1. 
He made some twenty bets, averaging $25 each, 
at Ideal Park Thursday and lo-t them all. He 
was in Chicago on business. Sam. Summerfield, 
one of the most studious and courteous figures 
of the bookmaking brigade, will represent 
Schreiber in California during his absence. The 
Schreiber stable has been refined. Only six 
horses will go to the coast, under Mr. Williams : 
Aquicas, Schiller, Miss Baker and Sugar Foot, 
will lead the lot. 

H. B. Baker, the chief trainer of the stable, 
■will stay with twenty-six noble youngsters at 
Woodlands. The best of the band is the Morello 
— Pennyroyal filly. First Born. She was Mor- 
ello’s first foal, Pennyroyal’s first foal and 
Woodland’s first foal. Hence she is well named. 
Aside from grand individuality First Born is a 
wonder under the test of trial. She can show a 
•quarter of a mile under 125 pounds or so in 24 
seconds at the asking and is the pet of the 
stable. The Master of Woodlands is in love 
with the filly. No money could buy First Born. 

Aquinas is the best colt in the west by per- 
formance. He is a tall youngster— some six- 
teen hands high, a big strider and with the dis- 
position of a race horse of the highest type. 
Aquinas cost Barney $170 and has won $4000 this 
eason. In fifteen starts the unsexed son of 
elvidere— Legacy, by Longfellow, has won ten 
times. The colt is one of the kind that comes 
from behind and aids his rider in winning ways. 
He has marvelous speed and is a colt of kind 
disposition, good health and regularity. In his 
races this season Aquinas has beaten Magnet. 
Algol (twice), Zamar II (twice), Parthemax, 
Oath, Oarland Bar, Buckvidere and Johnny Mc- 
Hale. These are the best sprinters at St. Louis. 

Schreiber has made a contract with Charlie 
Slaughter which runs until the close of 1898. 
Slaughter goes to Texas to visit his father when 
Schreiber goes on his European trip. Young 
Slaughter will land in San Francisco about No- 
vember 1. and ride on second call for Burns & 
Waterhouse. That firm’s contract with E. Jones 
will not be renewed. 



Jockey Garner and Dan Honig have parted, 
and Garner has contracted with George C. Ben- 
nett for next season. 



The general idea throughout the west is in 
line with that of Daily Racing Form. How- 
ever well directed the action of the stewards 
was, it was strangely against the Western divi- 
sion. The figures of racing and the news of the 
Metropolitan turf give the idea that there are 
Eastern men and stables who could have re- 
ceived attention if cheaters were sought. But 
the hammer of fact has not yet struck Metro- 
politan prejudice.

The same turf has 
the bookmaker. Doubtless, esteemed but 
clumsy Breeder, you meant to say that selling 
races could well be more equitably conditioned 
ai4,d that the methods of the bookmaker planed 
to the modern idea of racing speculation. 
Should the “go” announcement be accepted 
and both bugaboos made to “go” at once ,the 
turf would be most inactive for a long term.

A Novel Racing Lawsuit. 



The courts of San Francisco have issued an 
execution against A. Ottinger, a ticket broker, 
on a judgement of $2,769. obtained by Hankins & 
Johnson. Hankins & Johnson, in their palmy 
days owned Rudolph and Evanatus, both sensa- 
tional performers on the eastern tracks. Ottin- 
ger, in 1893, owned Wildwood, one of the good 
horses at Bay District. The Chicagoans came 
out and their horses were entered in many 
stakes. Ottinger, according to the complaint, 
went to Hankins & Johnson with a proposition 
to pool their issues no matter whose horse won. 
The Chicago turfmen agreed, and later Wild- 
wood won a stake race worth $5,240. Ottinger 
collected the money but failed to divide, accord- 
ing to the agreement. He was sued and lost.
